PART I; HISTORY (July 1961 to June 1962) 


During the past year the reorganization of the Archives was completed 
and a permanent Navy Exchange Toyland was established. 


The hospital continues to show a general information movie every working 
day to improve the corpsmen's knowledge of the Navy, to provide additional 
information relative to other skills necessary to carry out their duties 
as members of the Naval Service, in addition to providing leadership 
information, survival techniques and general information required to 

keep Navy personnel fully informed. 


July 1961 The front of the Hospital was struck by lightning. 


Aug 1961 The Navy Exchange Retail Sales Store was expanded and a 
ribbon cutting ceremony was held the date the expansion 
was completed. An increase in the amount and variety of 
merchandise carried evolved with the expansion. 


Eleven women from the Beaufort, Parris Island area com- 
pleted the American Red Crose Nurses Aide Course. The 
course consiste of 20 hours of classroom instruction and 
three weeks of practical application. At graduation cere- 
monies each aide received a certificate, pin and cap. 


Captain L. J. Elsasser, MSC, USN, the Chief of the Navy's 
Medical Service Corps inspected the hospital and observed 
the work of the MSC officers here. 


Fourteen civilians received sustained superior performance 
awards. 


The Hospital received its 11th Secretary of the Navy Award 

for Achievement in Safety. Since the hospital was commissioned 
in 1949 the hospital has received this award every year 

except 1958. 


The Food Service Division and Maintenance Division received 
commendations for their divisions performing duties for 12 
months without a loss-of-time accident. 


Oct _ 196} Miss Dorothy Deininger, Head Librarian from Bureau of Naval 
Personnel and Miss Josephine Neil, Sixth Naval District 
Librarian, inspected the library facilities at the hospital. 


Out of 86 personnel taking the service wide examination in 
August 1961, 19’. were authorized advancement to the next 
higher pay grade. 


The hospital continued its intensive program to have all staff 
enlisted members become high school graduates and obtain the 
GED Equivalency Diploma. In July 1960 33% of the corpsmen on 
board were not high school graduates. In November 1961 Thomas 
J. Higginbotham, Jr., HN, USN, received his diploma and had 
the honor of being the last one to qualify, therefore making it 
100%. 


Ensign Ronald K. Green, MSC, USN, was commissioned from Hospital 
Corpsman First Class, 


A Career Appraisal Team from Commander, Mine Force, U.S. Atlantic, 
conducted a career appraisal program at the hospital. 


Sixty volunteers completed the American Red Cross Nurses Aide 
Course. . 


Miss Josephine Neil, Sixth Naval District Librarian, conducted 
a semiannual inspection of the library facilities. 


The Staff Enlisted Club was officially opened on 19 December 
1961. 


The Christmas festivities commenced on 19 December 1961 with 
the annual Christmas tree lighting ceremony. The Beaufort 
High School Band played for the ceremony. On 21 December 1961 
the judging of the ward decorations and awarding of the plaque 
to the winning ward was held. On 22 December 1961 the annual 
Christmas party was held for the children of the hospital staff. 
On 24 December 1961 the Christmas Eve Candlelight service was 
held. Throughout the holiday season various groups from the 
Beaufort and surrounding areas visited the hospital and sang 
carols on the wards and sponsored Christmas parties for the
